Johnny Martin is an unusually common name in this story. This 
one was the gun merchant who also had a laundromat. He also knew Sylvia. 

Have you any idea where the "limited information" she had earlier 
furnished might be? Earlier than II/ 3 O /63 means the FBI had to have 
known of Sylvia and her story earlier than the first report on it I have 
and would seem to indicate they were reluctant to see her and get the 
story from her. 

Mrs. Connell Is not Catholic. She had a rather close relationship 
with Odio.
